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TEPHEN LAWRENCE, Ross Parker and Gavin 
Hopley were three teenagers who had their young 
lives snuffed out by brutal racist murderers. 


18 year-old Stephen was knifed to death as he waited at a bus 
stop in Eltham, South-East London in April 1993. 17 year-old 
Ross was knifed to death as he made his way home from work 
in Peterborough in September 2001, while 19 year-old Gavin 
was kicked to death after a taxi dropped him off in Glodwick, 


Oldham in February 2002. 


The murder of Stephen Law- 
rence, and the media frenzy 
that accompanied it, sent 
reverberations through the crim- 
inal justice system and led to 
the Macpherson Report which 
changed the methods of polic- 
ing in this country. The hunt for 


his killers led to arrests, charges, 


charges being dropped, private 
prosecutions, more charges, an 
inquiry and finally acquittal for 
the five suspects. 

£30 million was spent on this 
one case over a period of nine 
years and when the Metro- 
politan Police failed to find 
Stephen’s murderers they paid 
Doreen and Neville Lawrence 
£320,000 in compensation for 
the lack of success of the murder 


investigation. 

There’s a memorial plaque at 
the bus stop where Stephen died 
and security cameras watch over 
the plaque to ensure that it is 
not defaced. 

The repercussions from the death 
of Stephen Lawrence, quite 
rightly, sent out a loud and clear 
signal to white racist thugs that 
attacks on Britain’s ethnic minor- 
ities would not be tolerated. The 
message was unequivocal. 

But nearly ten years on from 
the death of Stephen Lawrence 
the authorities seem to have lost 
their enthusiasm for combatting 
racist killers. 

There was no media frenzy 
when Ross Parker was knifed to 
death, and Gavin Hopley kicked 


to death by Muslim racist thugs 
within just four months. 

The Pakistani youths charged 
with killing Ross were even 
granted bail and were able to 
walk free from court, while the 
gang of Pakistanis arrested for 
the attack on Gavin had murder 
charges against them dropped 
and now face the lesser charge 
of violent disorder. 

There are no memorials at 
the places where these two 
youngsters met their end. Just 
graffiti on a wall in Peter- 
borough and a spilled tin of 
red paint in Oldham. 

The lack of media outrage over 
the death of Ross and Gavin 
and the apparent half-hearted 
efforts of the murder investi- 
gation sends out a completely 
different signal to Muslim 
racist murderers. It’s a mes- 
sage that indicates that the 
authorities are not that both- 
ered about racist attacks on 
white British youngsters when 
the assailants are from’ the 
ethnic minorities.

Burnley BN 
The secret of 
their succes 


HE BURNLEY Branch 

of the British National 

Party certainly hit the 
headlines in April and May 
by putting up 13 candidates 
for the local council elections 
in the town and then getting 
three councillors elected. 
Last June, at the General Elec- 
tion, the BNP polled one of its 
best votes in Burnley when local 
accountant and branch organiser 
Steve Smith polled 4,150 votes - 
11.3% of those who voted.

On the flat however, 
when the shortest race is just 5 
furlongs with no obstacles to be 
negotiated, the weight or lack 
of it carried by a horse does 
have a bearing on the result. 
Why Kenyon decided to try to 
tar jump trainers with what is, 
in the main, a flat racing scam 
seems bizarre. Until, that is, 
you understand the close rela- 
tionship between jump racing 
and its trainers and the sport of 
hunting with hounds.
